About this season we seem to have a rash of certain stains 
that occur every year. We expect them and we know how to 
remove them from your clothes without damage to the fabrics 
or the dyes.

Yet unknown to most 
people, there are over 
375,000 scholarship and 
grant sources available which 
do not have to be paid back. 
80% of these scholarships do 
not depend on family need or 
exceptional grades but are 
awarded based on factors 
such as the student’s inter¬ 
ests, hobbies, academic fo¬ 
cus, age, heritage or parent’s 
work or military service. 

Remarkably, according to 
the National Commission on 
Student Financial Aid, over 
$6 billion of funding goes un¬ 
collected each year simply 


With confusion over fed¬ 
eral student grant approvals, 
direct government student 
loans and changes in college 
financial aid guideLr.es, 
many students are finding it 
difficult to ide''tify and un¬ 
derstand their f nar.cial aid 
options and are missing out 
on receiving assistance that 
could be available to them. 

Students taking the tradi¬ 
tional path of relying on fed¬ 
eral, state and college finan¬ 
cial aid and loans are becom¬ 
ing frustrated as they dis¬ 
cover they can’t afford to pay 
the increasing dollars they are 
asked to contribute each year. 
These extra payments are 
straining family budgets and

Well, sort of. Tve been aware of the Arcadia Welfare and 
Thrift Shop for several years. Fve donated some clothes, 
furniture and the like. I bought a lampshade once and a little 
can another time. That was about the extent of my asso¬ 
ciation. 

Then 1 spoke to Ruth Gilb, president of the shop's Board 
of Directors. According to her, the shop is a nonprofit or¬ 
ganization that has been operating since 1932. A teacher 

from Holly Avenue School and some PTA mothers started 

it during the Depression to furnish clothes for needy school 
children. 

Today, it is truly a vital part of our community. Yes, it 
docs sell used clothing, furniture, dishes, books, bedding 
and. I’m told, even automobiles and motorbikes. But the 
Arcadia Welfare and Thrift Shop is more than just a retail 
operation. It is also a social service facility that provides 
temporary and emergency assistance for people who have 
financial, family and personal problems. These individu¬ 
als are often referred by the Red Cross, Fire Department, 
Police Department, churches and schools. 

The shop can provide them with vouchers for lodging 
or maybe give them temporary help with their back rent to 
avoid an eviction. Sometimes they can assist with partial 
payment of utilities to avoid a shut-off, a bag of groceries 
to carry them through the end of the month, or a new out¬ 
fit to wear to a job interview. 

As we go about our business in our city of beautiful 
homes, green parks and flowering gardens, we tend to for¬ 
get that there are those in our community who need a help¬ 
ing hand. Some of us are aware but don't know how to reach 
out. Arcadia Welfare and Thrift Shop is there to help those 
who have to give and those who need to receive.

These student-run companies create, manufacture and 
sell a product, earning wages and paying taxes to simulate the 
business development experience. At the end of tlw seme^ 
ter-long program. Junior Achievement students liquidate their 
companies and pay stockholders a dividend if the company 
achieved profits. 

With leadership provided by their high school. Junior 
Achievement and through the generous support of the Arcadia 
Rotary Club, these students selected auto first-aid kits as their 
product and the name "Lifesavers." 

Although ultimately successful, these students encountered 
many obstacles in marketing their product. Their original or¬ 
der of first-aid kits was too small to hold all the supplies, artd 
they had to immediately re-order. Next, they were frustrated 
to find out that their product name "Lifesavers" was legally 
registered to the candy manufacturer, which denied the stu¬ 
dents permission to use the name. 

After renaming their product "Medi-Kit," the students 
needed to overcome their innate inexperience in sales in or¬ 
der to successfully sell their $8 kits at community events, car 
washes, and other venues. 

Once sales started, however, they didn’t stop. These stu¬ 
dents sold over $4,000 worth of first-aid kits, realizing a net 
profit of $403. As stockholders, each student received an 
impressive $7.22 for each dollar invested. 

Equally important, these students developed pride and self¬ 
esteem, and received significant praise from their school and 
the city. In fact, they were honored with a proclamation from 
the Arcadia City Council on June 20.

Dear Dr. Tuni, 

I Just bought a Great Dane puppy and I heard they are sus- 
ceptOde to GDV. What is GDV and how can I prevent it? 

GDV or Gastric Dilation-Volvulus is an acute distension of 
the stomach with fluid, gas and/or food which is complicated 
by rotation of the stomach on iu axis leading to occlusion of 
the eso^agus and duodenal portals. It is a life-threatening 
condition that requires early medical intervention. It occurs 
most commonly in deep-clicsted dogs (ie. Great Dane, Ger¬ 
man Sheperd, Irish Setter, Doberman. Collies, etc.). How¬ 
ever, it can occur in any breed and rarely in cats. The cause 
of GDV is unknown. 

Contributing fsurtors include; 

1. ingestion of 
large meals 

2. Ingestion of 
large quantities 
of water 

3. Post-prandiol 
exercise 

Treatment includes gastric decompression and intravenous flu¬ 
ids for circulatory shock and electrolyte disturbances. Surgi¬ 
cal gastropexy it usually performed once the dog is stable to 
prevent it from reoccurring. Here are a few suggestions to fol¬ 
low to help prevent GDV: 

1. Feed frequem small meals (24 times daily) 

2. Soak dry food prior to feeding 

3. Avoid excessive water intake 

4. Avoid post-prandiol exercise

He was a part-Cherokee 
Oklahoma cowboy, son of a 
farmer. He was a popular 
vaudeville performer (rope 
tricks and folksy comment). 
He was a star in the 
Zeiugfield Follies (ditto). He 
wrote a newspaper column 
that was sindicated all over 
the USA and he had a popu¬ 
lar radio program. He went 
into the movies, playing him¬ 
self, mostly, and in 1934 he 
was the most popular movie 
star in the country, even sur¬ 
passing Shirley Temple. He 
was the confidante of presi¬ 
dents and kings, and when he 
died in an airplane accident in 
1935 the whole world 
mourned. 

Will Rogers was a com¬ 
mon sense philosopher and a 
gentle but insightful humor¬ 
ist, poling accurate holes in 
pomposity with a sly smile. 
His most famous claim was 
that he never met a man he 
didn’t like. He was what we 
would like to think of as typi¬ 
cally American, down-to- 
earth, shrewd without malice, 
full of sentiment but not sen¬ 
timental. 

When the Broadway cast 
of the Will Rogers Follies 
appeared at the Pantages a 
year or so ago, Keith

This is another edition to my series on the 23rd Psalm. 
Today we look at the following verse: "Thou annointest my 
head with oil.” Much of my researchon this Psalm has been 
done using the book. "A shepherd looks at Psalm 23" by Philip 
Keller. The verse we look at today makes up one of the most 
fascinating chapters in Keller's book. Keller describes some 
pretty terrible consequences certain flies or other pests have 
on sheep. One serious fly is called the nose fly which lays its 
eggs on the moist nose of a sheep. The larva work their way 
into the sheep's nose and burrow in causing sever pain, blind¬ 
ness or death. The shepherd fights this by preparing a mix¬ 
ture of linseed oil. sulphur and tar and applies it on the sheeps' 
head and nose. 

This anointing with oil can be compared with the anoint¬ 
ing of the Holy Spirit in Baptism. How precious to us is the 
gift of Baptism which plants the seed of faith. As Lutheran's 
we understand how this gift is meant even for the infants as 
they are subject to the disaster of sin as much as any adult, 
infant Baptism further reminds us that God's gift of grace come 
accoiding to God's will and not by the invitation of man.

Jesus came to say that God's age-old promise of redemp¬ 
tion was now being fulfilled—through Him. We can summa¬ 
rize the core of Jesus message around five propositions: 

1. One must change one's life, for the Kingdom of God is 
at hand. 

2. The day of salvation has dawned. 

3. The principal sign of the kingdom and its salvation is 
God's loving mercy. 

4. No matter how the kingdom is opposed, and no matter 
what happens to it, the kingdom will triumph. 

5. Since now we have heard the Good News of salvation 
of the triumph of the kingdom, we must rejoice. 

The message is very simple and, through repetition down 
through the centuries, has become trite. But its simplicity and 
its triteness should not obscure for us the fact that the mes¬ 
sage responds to the most basic and agonizing question that 
faces all who are part of the human condition. Is everything 
going to be all right in the end? Jesus' response was quite lit¬ 
erally to say. "You bet your life it is.” The message of the 
kingdom is an absurd one. Prudent, careful, cautious, and 
cynical men will never accept it. They will ask irrelevant 
questions or pretend to believe the message and then live 
without confidence and gaiety. I suppose that Jesus was not 
surprised. He surely understood that the last thing in the world 
men wanted to hear was good news.
